I  am  directed  by  his  Excoliuncy  tlie  LiKurKNANr-CiovRRNoit,  t<i  rt;<]iio.-«i  tint  miu  will 
asiemble  the  Regiment  of  yuur  coninmnd  on,  or  (  if  not  convenient  on  tliut  day)  Im>I'oiv  tin- 
13th  day  of  October  next,  the  Aniiiversory  of  the  Huttio  of  Uueonston,  in  .^uch  nmnncr  as 
will  occasion  the  least  inconvenience  to  the  Oi)irL*rs  and  Men  of  the  C'or|)!>,  for  the  |)iir[x>so  ot 
invitiog  their  participation  in  the  national  object  of  again  raining  a  Monutnutit  upon  the 
former  site,  to  the  memory  of  tlie  late  Major-C<cncral  Sm  Isaac  Bkock. 

The  administration  by  Sir  Isaac  Brock  of  the  Govcrnniont  of  tliin  Colony,  k  yet  fresli 
in  the  memory  of  many  who  will  be  called  upon  to  a&it^mblc  on  tliu  day  nientloncil,  to  aid 
in  re-constructing  a  trophy,  which  even  a  generous  and  brave  ioc  would  have  rosjifcti-.l,  and 
which  only  the  meanness  which  is  peculiar  to  cowardice  would  have  attempted  to  ilcsiroy. 

To  that  Militia  Force  which  followed  Sir  Isaac  Brock,  in  iliu  paiL  of  glory,  and  of  victory, 
it  is  looked  with  confidence,  that  tliey  will  now  come  forward  to  frustrate  an  evil  niucliinatb.i 
which  had  for  its  object  to  insult  his  ashes. 

It  is  proposed,  that  the  Kegiment  of  your  command  be  invited,  each  individual  to  jsulwcrilnj 
in  proportion  to  bis  rank  .—a  day's  pay  of  the  respective  rank,  according  to  tlio  wcale  of  pay 
when  on  actual  service,  will,  it  is  hoped,  with  other  sources  of  6U|)ply,  bo  adiMjuati'  to  the 
purpose  sought. 

I  have,  therefore,  the  honour  herewith  U>  send  you  a  form  of  subscrijition  list,  to  which  1 
request  your  adherence  ;  and  that  you  will  Ike  pleaso<l  to  return  the  list  to  liiis  Other,  on  or 
before  the  1st  November  next,  together  with  an  acknowledgment  ou  thu  [)nrt  of  one  of  iho 
Chartered  Banks,  where  you  will  deposit  the  funds  received,  ft)r  die  amount  of  the  subscriitlioiis 
— these  being  to  be,  as  it  is  hoped,  in  strict  conformity  wiUi  the  names  on  the  list. 

You  will  have  the  goodness  to  bear  in  rccullectiou,  that  the  namo  of  no  |iei-::iou  is  to  Itc 
admitted  on  the  list,  which  you  are  to  return  to  this  Oliice,  unless  he  shall  be  {kreiKircd 
at  the  same  time  to  deposit  in  your  hands  the  amount  of  his  subscription  ;  and  il",  from  any 
unforeseen  cause,  the  muster  of  yoiir  Rcgimont.  should  not  be  so  full  as  it  ought  to  be, 
you  are  hereby  auUiorised  to  take  such  measures,  in  concert  with  the  Odiccrs  coniniaiuliiig 
Companies,  as  will,  in  your  opinion,  insure  a  satisfactory  contribution  from  the  whole  Cor|)s 
under  your  command  :  but  I  have  to  desire,  that  no  means  whatever  shall  be  used  to  compel 
a  subscription — the  act  must  be  purely  voluntary.

In  obedience  Ui  tlic  commniidei  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant-Governor — 
cominunicatcil  in  the  annexed  Circular  from  tiic  Adjutant-General  of  Militia — a  Muster  of 
tiic  First  Ilcgiincnt  West  York  Militia  will  take  place  on  Tuesday,  13th  day  of  October, 
instant,  at  Nine  o'clock,  Forenoon,  on  the  Field,  at  the  head  of  the  College  Avenue. 

The  Colonel-Commanding  confidently  relies,  that  when  tho  object  of  this  Muster  is  taken 
into  consideration,  and  which  is  so  fully  and  ably  expressed  in  the  Circular  of  the  Adjutant- 
General,  Officers  Commanding  Companies  will  give  th«ir  most  particular  attention  for  ensuring 
a  full  attendance  of  their  respective  Companies  ;  he  also  feels  assured,  that  the  Officers  gene- 
rally will  not  fail  to  render  every  assistance  in  their  power  to  tho  Captains  of  their  Companies 
on  this  interesting  occasion. 

A  printed  copy  of  this  Regimental  Order,  with  the  accompany  Circular  from  the  Adju- 
tant-General, is  to  be  communicated  to  every  man  in  the  Regiment,  by  Officers  in  command 
of  Companies,  together  with  a  proper  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  Muster ;  these  printeil 
copies  will  be  immediately  furnished  to  the  several  Officers,  on  application  to  tho  Colonel- 
Commanding,  in  such  numbers  as  they  may  require  for  the  purpose  specified. 

To  the  Non-commissioned  Officers  and  Men,  the  Colonel-Commanding  feels,  that  in  order 
to  insure  a  full  attendance  of  the  Regiment  which  he  hns  the  honour  to  command,  it  is  unne- 
cessary on  such  an  occasion  to  intimate  more,  than  that  this  Muster  will  afford  both  to  them 
and  to  tho  Officers  of  the  Regiment,  an  opportunity  of  being  enrolled  among  the  thousands  of 
their  fellow  Militia-men,  in  Upper  Canada,  whose  names  will  stand  recorded  as  contributors 
to  this  tribute  of  public  gratitude,  in  the  Rc-construction  of  the  Monument,  by  the  People  of 
this  Province,  to  the  Memory  of  Brock — over  the  scene  of  his  last  victory,  and  of  his  glorious 
death  :  a  Hallowed  Tomb— to  be  regarded  with  pride  and  pleasure  by  Upper  Canadians — 
gratifying  to  tho  recollection  3f  the  veteran  Loyalist — and  stimulating  the  Patriotism  of  t>.e 
rising  generation.
